r X greatest man of his age, perhaps the greatest 
Englishman of all time. That will be the verdict 
of countless tnffividuals throughout the world today 
•a they feel the pang of Sir Winston Churchill’s 
pasring, and history Itself will be remiss if this is not 
the considered verdict of the future. 

A giant among men by any and all standards. 
First and foremost, of course, in the memory of all 
Kving adults, win be the recoDactkai at Britain's dark* 
est yet finest hour, the grim days of 1940 when It 
seamed that the indomitable courage of this man alone 
lit the beacon of hooe in millions of human hearts. 
For those of us in Canada who rose from the radio 
feeling inches taller and infinitely bolder in spirit, the 
sound of that treasured and confident voice will never 
fade from mind 

Many credits may be writ opposite the name of, 
Winston CmirchiU, ao many that there is scarce room 
to hat them, but high on the scroll must be put the 
soeechea that spelled the doom of Hitler and fore¬ 
shadowed the victory that came five yean later. 
They were not words alone, but acts of supreme 
ftatesmamhip. 

It has always been the lot of England that in her 
hour of adversity a man should arise supremely fit 
for the crisis. No one ever stepped into the breach 
ao tempered and prepared to meet the hour as did 
Winston Churchill. It was as though his long yean 
In the political wilderness immediately before the 
call came had been designed by Providence to perfect 
the mold hi which this ebullient and brilliant person¬ 
ality had been cast. 

He emerged broadened in spirit, richer in wisdom, 
and gravely buoyant for the task to hand. 

Seldom is It that the dvUaa leader of a nation 
In war is versed In the techniques of war. Winston 
Churchill waa unique in his experience and apprecia¬ 
tion of the military art, and he had a mind which 
reached out beyond the immediate horizon to the 
conjoined implications of political and military stra¬ 
tegy. He was not a general It would be wrong to 
rite Mm as responsible for all the main deckrions of the 
fcecaod World War, but he waa tall of Ideas and, as 
his fellow architect at victory Franklin D. Roosevelt 
Was wont to say, many of than ware good ones. 

Zdesa Indeed poured in profusion from this 
dynamic and amazing man- Certainly Churchill 
eenaed as probably no soldier did that war is an Instru¬ 
ment of political policy and victory rests on its results 
and not merely an its incidence. The Western world 
Is paying today for tha rejection of his tberia that It, 
and not Soviet Russia. should have liberated Central 
Europe t^r attacking Hitler's fortress from the Medi¬ 
terranean.

Not least among the British prime minister's 
tnyriad gifts was his match leas power of aggr es sion, 
and the lucidity and balance of those periodic sum¬ 
maries of the progress of the war steadied and 
strengthened not only Britain but all of the Western 
world. Tha Churchill analysis, revealed anew by his 
war memoirs, was unequalled for its depth of under¬ 
standing and shrewd assessment of values. Carried 
over into the peacetime world which for a time thought 
It could dispense with his g eni u s, the wide wladom of 
that mature mind has been smply manifest. 

No living statesman equalled his capacity for 
sensing the movements of history, or of relating the 
analogy to the current march of events. 

Winston Churchill, of course, did not spring full¬ 
blown to the stature that was his in 1940. Hit appren¬ 
ticeship was as long and varied as Ms natural apti¬ 
tudes. He was a child of the House of Commons, 
serving it for over 60 years, and he was of the warp 
and woof of British political Ufe, Practically every 
high office of state felt the impact of his incumbency 
before, in the later plenitude of his powers, he became 
the first minister of the crown. 

No facet of national Ufe passed him by. so that 
in his person he combined an unusual knowledge and 
intimacy of spirit with his fellow-countrymen. 

It was mis kinship that touched the chords of 
response pieced so willingly at hia service during tha 
war. Churchill, fortunately, was never austere, aloof, 
academic. He was intensely human. His foibles 
were many and of the kind that endeared him even 
to his political foes.

Churchill had not looked like 
the old warrior for at least a 
decade. 

LACED WITH BRANDY 

He celebrated his fflth birth¬ 
day Nov. 30. 1962. with a 15- 
jmund cake laced with brandy, 
hia favorite drink. 

On Nov. 1, before hia birth¬ 
day last year, he made his 
first public appearance after 
his 1962 illness when he went 
to a dinner of "the other 
club"—the society of distin¬ 
guished drinking and eating 
friends Churchill co-founded 
in 1911 as a place to meet 
outside the “real club"—his 
beloved House of Commons. 

On Dec. 6. 1962. he braved 
a killer smog for a second 
club meeting, attended by 
such distinguished member* 
as the Earl of Sandwich. Vis¬ 
count Chandos, the Earl nf 
Roaeberry and others. 

The old statesman had been 
persuaded by his family and 
doctors not to run for re- 
election to parliament last 
year. The main reason for 
his retirement was his in¬ 
ability to move about as tha 
result of the injury to his leg. 

He was the oldest living 
member of parliament both 
in point of years and in length 
of service. He was the last 
survivor of those who sat in 
parliament when Victoria waa 
queen-empress. 

When he celebrated his 90tb 
birthday last Nov. 30. Church¬ 
ill tottered to the window of 
his Hyde Park Gate home to 
show himself to the crowds 
outside who shouted “Happy 
Birthday" and sang "For He's 
a Jolly Good Fellow” hour 
after hour. 

A friend who asked Sir 
Winston how he felt about 
reaching 90 reported that 
Churchill replied: “AH I can 
say tor it is that it is « 
greet aga.”

Ha waa a man who sprang to 
the leadership of Britain In 
her greatest hour of peril in 
IBM, tad who lad her to the 
victory over Germany in 1945. 

'WORLD'S GREATEST' 

A good and aid friend Mid 
at Churchill an his Bth birth¬ 
day that ha was tha greatest 
man to appear in the world in 
500 years. On his Hth birth¬ 
day. London's national news¬ 
papers echoed that sentiment 
with one calling him: “The 
world's greatest man." 

One of his dreams was an 
English - speaking union. He 
loved tha United States — his 
mother was an American- and 
one of his fondest hopes was 
finally achieved when he was 
made an honorary citizen by 
the late President Kennedy in 
Washington on April 9, 1963. 

But in accepting the honor, 
Churchill let it be known that 
Britain doesn't take a back 
aeat to the United States or 
any other country. 

“I reject the view that Brit¬ 
ain and the Commonwealth 
should now be relegated to a 
lame and minor role in the 
world," he said. 

"Our past ia the key to our 
future, which I firmly trust 
and believe will be no less 
fertile and glorious. Let no 
man underrate our energies, 
our potentialities, and our 
abiding power for good." 

‘WE WERE THRILLED' 

"We were thrilled." said hia 
“darling Clementine." who 
had stood by his side during 
the years of drought and 
plenty and when he soared to 
history's heights. 

Churchill then had left for 
a two-week vacation on the 
French Riviera, where he 
broke his left thigh on June 
29. 1962. 


LONDON (UPI)—Winston Churchill assured 
himself ■ place in history both as a man of action 
and a man of words. 

Rarely since Shakespeare had such fire been 
■truck from the English language as In Churchill's 

T ’mobiUnxi the language as well as the people 
during the war. It was with words that he injected iron 
Into the spirit of the British people when he became 
prime minister In Britain's darkest hour—1990. 

Here are some of the words that moved men to tears 
throughout the English-speaking world. 

Mag It, 1999—(Three days after he was appointed 
prime ministeri—“I would say to the House, as I have 
Mid to those who have Joined this government: I have 
nothing to offer but blood, toll, tears and sweat 

“You ask what ia our policy? I will say it is to wage 
war—by aea, land and air. with all our might and with 
all the strength that God can give us; to wage war against 
a monstrous tyranny never surpassed in the dark 
lamentable catalog of human crimes. 

“That is our policy.“ 

May It, 1999- (Six days later-the Germans had 
broken through the French frontier> -"After this battle 
for France abates its force there will come a battle for 
our island: Cor all that Britain is. and all that Britain 
means. 

That will be the struggle. In that supreme emergency 
we shall not hesitate to take every step, even the most 
drastic, to call forth from our people the last ounce and 
the last Inch of effort of which they are capable. 

The interests of properly and the hours or labor 
are nothing compared with the struggle for life and 
honor, for life and freedom to which we have vowed 
ourselves." 

Jsac 4.1999— iReporting on Dunkirk)—“Even though 
large tracts of Europe and many old and famous states 
have fallen or may fall into the grip of tha Gestapo 
and all the odious apparatus of the Nasi rule, ere shall 
not flag or faiL 

"We shall go cn to the end. 

"We shall fight in France, we shall fight on the 
mas and oceans, we shall fight with growing confidence 
and growing strength in the air. 

"We shall fight on the beaches, we shall fight on 
the landing grounds, we shall fight In the fields and in 
the streets, we shall fight in the hills. 

"We shall never surrender." 

June IB. 1949— The whole fury and might of the 
enemy must very soon he turned on us. Hitler knows 
that he will have to break us m this island or loae the war. 

“If we can stand up to him all Europe may he free, 
and the life of the world may move into broad sunlit 
uplands; hut It we fail, then the whole world. Including 
the United States and all that we have known and cared 
for will sink into the abyss of a new dark age, made 
more sinister and perhaps more prolonged by the lights 
af a perverted science. 

“Let us therefore address ourselves to our duty and 
so bear ourselves that If the British Commonwealth and 
Empire last for a thousand years men will still say: 
This was their finest hour'." 

July 14. 1999—(Invasion of Britain was expected 
hourly l—"And now it has come to us to stand alone 
in the breach and face the worst that the tyrant's might 
and enmity can do. 

"Roaring on re al e— bum toy before God. hut esnotoous 
that we serve an unfolding purpose, we are ready to 
defend our native land against the invasion by which it 
is theatened. 

"We are fighting by ourselves alone. 

"But we are not fighting for ourselves alone. 

"Here, in this strong city of refuge, which enahinee 
the title deeds of human progress, and is of deep 
consequence to Christian civilization; here, girt about 
by the seas and oceans wheie the navy reigns, shielded 
from above by the prowess and devotion of our airmen, 
we await undismayed the impending assault. 

"Perhaps it will come tonight Perhaps It will come 
next week. Perhaps It will never come. We must show 
ourselves equally capable of meeting a sudden, violent 
shock, or, what is perhaps a harder teat, a prolonged 
vigil. 

"But be the ordeal sharp or long, or both, we shall 
seek no terms, we shall ask no parley." 

Churchill told the people in a radio broadcast on 
that same July day: 

“Should the invader come, there will be no placid 
lying down of the people in submission. 

“We shall defend every village, every town and 
every city. 

'The vast mass of London itself, fought street by 
street, could easily devour an entire hostile army, and 
we would rather see London laid in ruins and ashes 
than it should be tamely and abjectly enslaved." 

Aalaasa, 1919—The savage air duels of the Battle 
of Britain were fought. A skinny force of Spitfires and 
Hurricanes best back the Luftwaffe. Churchill said of 
the youths flying the British planes: 

'The gratitude of every heme in our island, in our 
Empire and indeed throughout the world, except in the 
•bodes of the guilty, goes out to the British airmen, 
who, undaunted by odds, unwearied in their constant 
challenge and mortal danger, are turning the tide of 
world war by their prowess and their devotion. 

"Never In the fieM of human conflict was ao much 
owed by ao many to ao few."

Political Hitch

How is Mr. Bennett going to get around some of the 
obvious political d rawba ck s to his proposed mini-medicare? 

The greatest of these drawbacks, of course, is the need 
for same kind of means teat to determine the lower income 
group which is to be eligible for government subsidies. 

* * * 

Mr. Strachan. the leader of the opposition, immediately 
•pounced upon this weakness and called the whole affair 
■"tin cup medicare. '* 

* It would help a lot of people who are now unable to 
afford the premiums for private Insurance schemes, Mr. 
Strachan said.

He is no rabble-rouiing re¬ 
former. but a soft-sjioken cam¬ 
paigner against what he consid¬ 
ers social wrongs.

PRIVET HEDGE (S.M., Victoria). 
The beat treatment lor your aix-foot, 
straggly privet hedge would be to cut 
it herd back to within 12 Inchei of the 
ground In late March. 

This may sound rather drastic 
and you would certainly lack privacy 
the first year, but If the base of the 
hedge Is cleaned of rubbiWi and 
weeds, pricked over shallowly with a 
garden fork, and mulched with a 
generous layer of old rotted manure, 
it will put on height at quite a rapid 
rate and thicken out nicely at the 
bottom. 

The thinness at the base was un¬ 
doubtedly caused by lack of pruning 
when the hedge was young and small, 
and by allowing it to grow wider at 
the top than through the bottom. 

It ia beat to trim with slightly 
sloping sides, narrower at the top, so 
the base of the hedge will receive Its 
full quota of sunshine and rain. 

EVERGREEN ROSEN (H.J.E., 
Duncan). To the beat of my knowl¬ 
edge, there are no climbing roaea that 
are fully evergreen. I know of two 
kinds, though, which might be called 
semi-evergreen, as they retain their 
leaves through most of the winter. 

One of these is Mermaid, bearing 
lovply single flowers in a pale yellow 
shade, almost as big aa saucers. 


Mermaid is a slow starter, often 
refusing to climb for Its first two 
years, but it is a most useful rose, 
thriving and blooming even on a 
north-facing wall. 

The other Is Roia sempervirens 
Felfcite et Perpetue, nearly ever¬ 
green and very hardy, bearing 
pompon flowers In a blend of cream 
white and pink. 

WKKDK11XKB (F.W., Sidney). 
I wouldn’t blame your brand of weed¬ 
killer for the poor results you have 
experienced, for winter is not a good 
time to treat a lawn. 

These chemicals are not very 
effective In low temperatures; more¬ 
over the leaves of the weeds are tough 
and leathery at this season of the 
year and are not capable of absorbing 
the poison as they should. 

It must be remembered that the 
action of most weedkilling chemicals 
Is systemic; that is, the poison is 
taken Into the plant’s system through 
the leaf pores, and moves with the 
circulation of the sap into the roots, 
killing them. 

For a good kill, therefore, the 
weeds should be growing actively and 
vigorously, with good sap circulation, 
and with plenty of fresh young leave* 
with wide-open pores for good 
absorption. 


These conditions are more likely to 
be found on a warm and sunny spang 
day. 

LILY OF THE VALLEY (MA- 
McM , Victoria). Dig up a spadeful 
or two of roots from your Illy of the 
valley patch and sort out the crowns, 
retaining the fattest. 

Clean these up, place in a plastic 
bag, and store for three weeks in 
the freeling compartment of your 
refrigerator. 

Then pot them up In a sandy loam 
soil, spacing the pips about Itt Inches 
apart each way In the pot and with 
the tips just peeping through the soil 
surface. 

Keep in a tunny window of a 
coolUh room with the soil maintained 
evenly but Just barely moist. After 
blooming, discard the crowns, as they 
would take at least two years to 
recover and bloom again after this 
out-of season forcing. 

F1XIWKRH FOR BUTTERFLIES 

(G.E. de L„ Victoria). One plant which 
is really outstanding for attracting 
colored butterflies to the garden Is 
Buddkia davldti, often caned the 
Butterfly Bush. 

All member* of the milkweed 
family are highly attractive to butter¬ 
flies. and some other good plants are 
broom, red hot poker, lilac and 
lavender.

Neither Cotton or Patrick, or Pilous, meant for a minute 
to suggest that there ahould be no minor hockey associations. 
Tkey sre fully aware of the slnrere effort being made by 
many people to provide organized recreation for youngsters 
but they feel thst there is too much misplaced enthusiasm. 
And that results in "hurry-up" coaching which makes much 
of the effort wasted. 

We are talking specifically about hockey today but this 
abo applies lo other sports with organised programs for the 
young.

First of all. as Pilous pointed out. before anyone can he¬ 
roine a hockey player he has to learn to skate and shoot, 
and It is obviously a waste of time to try and teach anything 
rise until this has been accomplished. Secondly, no one can tell 
at an early age for w hat position a youngster is going to b* 
best suited, yet roaches who may have a future Tarry 
Sawchuk in an elght-year-old will try to teach him to play 
right-wing like Gordie Howe. 

And coaches are prone to undere-ttimat* the ability of a 
youngster to learn by himself. Wh le a youngsler b not 
really coachable until he has reached his teens, he does have 
the ability to acquire knowledge for himself. There is no 
better way to learn than the trlal-andcrrot method which 
leaves such a lasting impression. 

This was what Pilous Was trying to get over to his 
Ibtener. All youngsters need in their pre-teen years is ihe 
chance to skate and in playing, to learn for themselves which 
are the right methods and the wrong ones as they acquire 
the coordination and the strength to do the things that are 
being taught too soon.

Members will suggest they supply volunteer labor under 
direction of fisheries biologists.

conducted Initial surveys, designed the structures and 
supervised the installations. 

Volunteer sportsmen labor has filled the mesh baskets 
With rocks. 

The volunteer labor has bsen tho key to success of 
gabion projects on small streams In eastern United States. 
Installations are simple, stable and permanent and require 
only a supervisor with common labor for construction. 

Weirs, V-deflectors, groins, wring deflectors can nil be 
tised to improve river channels. 

Gabions are used Just like building Mocks. They can bo 
wired together to form the size and shape n es t l e d . A down 
aporisroen can do the work without any heavy equipment.

It haa lost hundreds of thousands of dollars during 
recent yean and now pays about $90,000 in taxes to the 
city each year. 

The hotel enjoys about 85 per rent occupancy during 
the heavy tourist months of July and August but through 
the whole year averages 30 per cent- too low for 
economical operation. 

And to get the old girl bark In the black requires 
money- lota of it'. 

Greater Occupancy 

Complete renovation of the hotel to allow it to cater 
for the nerds and wants of today's travellers would cost 
*44)00.000. 

Manager Parklnaon wants greater occupancy during 
the other 10 months of the year when busineumen-in-a- 
hurry are looking for a room for a day or two. 

They don’t have time for leisurely strolls around the 
awesome rorrldorm of the Empress. 

A major need ia the electrical conversion from DC to 
AC. The hotel now produces Its own DC power but can’t 
switch to AC without spending *900.000 for rewiring. 

Limited TV Service 

There are a few AC outlets now but not enough to 
permit television In every room-a service common in 
moat hotels. 

Then there’s plumbing work, elevator replacements 
and room renovations — making up the remaining 
$34)00,000. 

"Travellers today want all the little modern refine¬ 
ments," Mr. Parkinson explained, pointing out that “what 
was good 30 years ago isn't good enough today." 

But the question ia whether a $44)00,000 Investment 
Will necessarily guarantee increased revenue,

Hotels can't exist within themselves. English born Mr. 
Parkinson says. They must have a ring of small shops to 
encourage customers and help pay the bills. 

Inception of the hotel’s motor lodge was a progressive 
step but more action la needed. 

Because of the coat involved CPR might consider sell¬ 
ing the hotel or tearing It down and building a new 
complex. 

But unless something Is done. Mr. Parkinson gives the 
Empress a maximum of five years “before it turns into a 
nice old museum.”

The original hotel of about 180 rooms was built In 
1908 on top of wooden piles driven Into the fllled-ln mud 
flats. 

Two other wings were added before the huge north 
wing was built in 1929. 

Today the 670-room hotel sprawls over 10 acres in the 
heart of the Inner Harbor area. 

Host to Rick , Royally 

It is staffed by 500 men and women during the sum¬ 
mer and about 380 during the winter season—Including 
nine gardeners. 

The site of elaborate balls and conventions, the 
Empress has also played host to the rich and the famous 
as well as Royalty. 

It haa a dignified atmosphere more Victorian than 
Victoria, and haa long been the source of Jokes about pink 
lea and electric cars. 

The character of the Empress la perhaps bast summed 
up in the signs along the hotel driveways, “Deed Slow," 
they announce, with no apologies. 

Crushing Blow to City 

Decline and fall of the Empress would be a crushing 
blow to the city but no company esn afford to operate a 
business at a loss. 

The Grand Old Lady on Government Street last Wed¬ 
nesday celebrated her 57th birthday—she may not reach 
retirement age.

Excessive Burden 


r £ DETAILS of the provincial government's plan 
for aaristcd medical insurance coverage for Brit¬ 
ish Columbians fat the low income brackets will not be 
dbdoaed before the budget comes down next month, 
and meanwhile criticism will depend to some extent 
dn suppositions 

But it appears entirely unlikely that this “mini- 
medicare", as it has been dubbed, will make any pro¬ 
vision for free or low-cost prescription drugs for those 
who will benefit from it The announcement In the 
Throne Speech afforded no such hint, indicating only 
that the government will help pay the insurance pre¬ 
miums, In connection with approved medical plans, of 
dtbnens who want the protection and qualify for the 
assistance. 

Giving full weight to the old saying about half a 
loaf, here may still be a serious deficiency In the pro¬ 
posed mea su r e from the point of view of those con¬ 
tending desperately with the high cost of IDness. If 
the price of insurance for doctors’ services is more 
than they can pay, the price of having pr es cripti ons 
filled often will he equally beyond them. 

The cost at drugs of course is a troubling prob¬ 
lem not among the lowest income group alone, but 
wherever sickness calling for expensive treatment 
afflicts family fortunes. While the greatest need for 
relief can be seen in the instance of those who simply 
cannot afford the n ece s s a ry medicines, and while it 
still is to be hoped that some provision for such help 
Will be made In British Columbia’s system, one can 
readily agree with The Spectator of Hamilton, when 
it calls on the federal government to take another 
course to alleviate the burden of the ID; to remove 
the hidden 11 per cent sales tax which is applied to 
the wholesale price or all drugs except cor ti sone, 
ACTH, insulin, radium, poliomyelitis vaccine and liver 
attract for anaemia. 

“It is difficult,” the Spectator says, “to imagine 
an argument that could Justify a tax on the means of 
lessening human suffering. Taxes are essential if the 
government is to conduct its burinem, but they should 
be based tgxxi morality and Justice as well as the need 
for raising revenue.” 

That Is a view to which most taxpayers, and cer¬ 
tainly al who must pay high prices for essential drags, 
would surely subscribe.

Reid, association president, said. 

Everyone agrees. It seems, that if Canada 
want* to regain the top spot in world sma.eur 
hockey the seed* of greatness must be sown in 
the minor leagues. 

But quite apart from that, It's a shame to 
deprive boys of the opportunity to enjoy a health¬ 
ful. character-building sport. Elsewhere in Can¬ 
ada they have the advantage of natural fc*. But 
It s a rare thing in Victoria that skater* can find 
a suitable surface, let alone smooth ice for 
hockey. The only answer is arena sheet*. 

"It's time there was an annex built at 
Memorial Arena." said Bob Reid. 

Anyone interested in watching these young 
fellows in competition should plan to attend the 
Minor Hockey Night contests at Memorial Arena 
on Thursday. Jan. 38. The show is always well 
attended, with dignitaries lending their patronage, 
and is one of the several means of providing 
Sio.ooo needed for a year's operation of the or¬ 
ganization. comprising 40 trams and 825 regis¬ 
tered players. 

First whistle is at 4:30 and the 20 games 
scheduled are not concluded until 10:30 p m 

Spectators will see the 13 Pee Wee Pup teams 
In action, their ages ranging from seven to 10; 
142 Pee Wees. 11 to 13; 110 Bantams, 13-14; 
15 Midgets 15-16. and 80 Juveniles, ages 17 to 18.

In competition they play against teams of 
lha next grade up, and because they are of out¬ 
standing calibre they generally can win and al¬ 
ways hold their own.

We had our dag Pete with us and when the 
bear got about a hundred yards from us Pete 
saw him. He ran below and around the t*ear 
and came up behind him. When he got atiuut 
twenty feet from the bear he yelped at him 

Swift Reaction 

The hear was coming along with that decep¬ 
tively slow, free-slouching gait that is much 
faster than It looks. He certainly didn't know 
there was a dog In the country until Pete spoke 
up. But all In the same fractional seen d he 
reversed his direction and was going after Pete 
—and plenty fast. No fuss, flurry or was- e of 
motion. Ju«t a fluid movement tike a pendulum 
reversing Itself, only Incredibly faster.

Hc’i a Horrot 

At the sound of our voices he cocked his 
head, listening, then dropped down again and 
v aiked slowly past us and. believe me. that front 
sight stayed on that big broad bead all the time. 

When he got past us he drap|>ed down the 
hill to our level and sniffed again. He wa-n't 
much more than thirty feet away. But no* he 
had Ihe wind of os and one good snuff satisfied 
him. If ever an animal registered contemptuous 
Indifference that fellow OA. He said, "Aw. hell. 
So that's all it is!” He turned Ms wide beMiwt 
on us and slouched off down the slide-denuded 
mountainside, mat hurrying, not slow log up. We 
watched Mm far half a mile until he en'ered 
a timber-tongue and he never- looked ha k or 
varied his gait. Grizzlies! 

We aent on across the slide area and into 
the last little timbered basin at the head of lire 
creek and camped. Next day we built a lean-to 
ol poles and boughs to keep our grub and bedding 
dry. "Shade trees" are scarce at that altitude. 

We had figured, wrongly, that the snow 
would he off so we could “prospect" this summit 
bm there were 3H fret of snow at the lean-to 
and there waa still a mile of treeless uphill be¬ 
tween us and the Murtle drain summit. Although 
we had to postpone our rock exploration* imtil 
later in the season we decided to have a look 
around anyway before going bock. 

So we started out. going west, the morning 
after making the camp rainproof. Although there 
was probably eight or ten feet of snow at and 
near the summit it was packed so solid that it 
was like walking on a paved road, mornings. 
Afternoons it softened some but was still fair 
going. 

Wc went- up a moderate slope to the top at 
the ridge which divides Cariboo Creek from the 
bead of Murtle River. Here we turned north to 
follow' this ridge which ascended another thou¬ 
sand feet or more to the main east-west ridge 
dividing the Murtle drain to Ihe south from the 
north-flowing tributaries of the North Thompson. 
Cariboo Canvas. Carter and many other creeks. 

Sun Clare 

It was a bright, sunny day and the snow- 
glare was beginning to bother us and at the 
summit of ihe "pass” between Cariboo and 
Murtle we paused far a little doctoring. 

I made charcoal by burning a matchstick; 
then crumbled it in my palm, added a tittle 
saliva, mixed well, and I had a Mack mess with 
which I painted beneath my eyes. Then, as my 
hands were blackened anyhow I told EddP* -I'd 
fix him up. Eddie was Handing facing down 
the Murtle slope, grinning—at my Mack e-e*, 
I suppoae—when he suddenly stiffened, staring 
past me.

He waa coming straight lor us. following the 
trough-like "pass" to the summit aa we had Just 
done from the opposite direction.

Then he dropped to all fours and came 
right along for a few yards, stopped, sat up and 
tooted us over again. Then he made a little 
run toward us as though he was going to charge, 
stopped suddenly and peere d at us from various 
postures while me Just stayed put. Then he ran 
hack an his tracks a little way. stopped and 
looked us over again. There wa* no noticeable 
breeze so I suppose he couldn't smell. Anywsy 


he made several advances and retreats but 
Anally he went around us at ■ respectful dl* s. oa 
and continued on his way to the rock-slide, ut 
lower Cariboo Creek sad their tssiy-tidbit den- 
isons— rock-rabbits, gopher* and whistlers. 

toe feared he might ruin toe co n ten t s nr anr 
lean-to. afraid he might lot tow oar tracks back 
to it, but he didn't. When we returned late hurt 
stir moon see saw where he had crossed our 
tracks, apparently without a pause even to sniff 
tom, then went an, far above our little camp. 
Maybe some can figure a grizzly out but I can't 
tell what he will or won't da. I only know what 
a few of them have dene. 

On Bearer Hunt 

Skip a few years and I'm again taking my 
spring toll of beaver on Cariboo Creek. Ed we 
call Mm Ed now—has acquired a new rifle and 
I'm expecting him any day pow; been waiting 
at home upftil sure they're "out.” 

One day I spotted a small Mack bear on one 
of the slide*. 1 had no me ii but bacon—and 
trout, if that qualifies and I thought maybe a 
few bear (teaks wouldn't exactly go beg g i n g. 

I hiked up to the foot of the slide, close aa 
I figured he'd let me get. made a rest lor tint 
rifle with crossed snowshoe* stuck in the snow- 
crust. and opened fire. Bear Jumped and started 
to run. After that ft waa off-hand stuff and X 
emptied the magazine, five shots. Bear ran 
faster with every shot and when he reached tim¬ 
ber and safety he was just a black streak. 

I left the ■□owshoes and pack and aent up

"If there's any bears killed this spring." I

Ed "prospected" the slides and prowled 
around for a couple days without seeing anything 
much then I went with him one morning down 
the creek, giving the slides the ance-over with 
the field glasses as we passed them.

Away up near tlte top of the long, narrator 
strip of avalanche-denuded ground we could see 
what looked like a “mining post.” the squared 
stump of a tree, what is called a "legal post’* 
in the mining law-s. where a prospector "posts'* 
his claim notice.

street corner. The cry "Gold in the Yukon," sat 
tens of thousands an the "Trail of 

With passage to Alaska at a premium, a 
y bunch of sharp-eyed Seattleites fait the old Dtaa 
Anderson back la serviae No doubt she lodai 
good to the frenzied and Impatient gold "-chars, 
most of whom were about ready to take off la 
washtubs if nothing else offered. 

How the 40-year-old Eliza Anderson rear 
paised steamship inspection we ll never know, 
but nevertheless she left Seattle, packed to ths 
gunwales, on August It, 18M. 

When I say packed to the gunwales. 1 moan 
Just that; the owners had been smart enough la 
double up on the ticket sales, so thane whh 
tickets for a berth soon found they had a paihnr 
— sometimes two! Which is why so many slept 
on the bare deck. 

It was actually a sort of ramoy that left 
Seattle that morning, the strangest flotilla trt 
marine curiosities that ever left Puget Sound. 

Following the wake of the Elizs Andersen's 
languidly flapping paddles, was the Po-t Towns¬ 
end tug. Richard Holyoke, which had in low dn 
W. K. Mervta, an old stern wheel river boat. 
From the Mervin's stern a line stretched to dn 
pleasure yacht William Bryant, and tsileai 
Charlie on the triple low was the lilt e old Rus¬ 
sian gunboat, Poiitofsky. This 21-year-old raMg 
had been built in Silks when it was still Rumton 
territory. That she was a real mu-eum ptoaa 
can be gauged by the fact that she had a h«d- 
made copper boiler, the copper lahorkmdlp 
smelted from Alaskan ore by natives. 

The Poiitofsky carried the spare coil for the 
Eliza Anderson, while the yacht carried extra 
provisions and the stem wheeler Mervia they 
figured to use taking the argonauts up the 1,708- 
mile Yukon River. It was the Mer\in that prob¬ 
ably presented the most curious apftcnranee, lor 
her sides were boarded up all around, then rooted 
across with shiplap. Which gave her ralher the 
appearance of a civil war monitor. Anyway IS 
I-eopie paid to ride in this ungainly ark. 

It was when Ihe convoy reache* Nanalasa 
that the Eliza Anderson's skipper decided to to 
ashore and buy a compass. Something told Mm 
it would be a handy device to have on beard. 
"The crew at the same time took Ih' 1 ti| m lindtj

purser. I bring this up because Nat was singer 
Bing Crosby's grandfather. 

Main traffic in ibuse days went to Olympia, 
where Frisco-howid Victorians caught the six- 
horse mail stage fear Portland. There wasn’t 
much to Seattle, except the territorial university 
near the waterfront, where students cut wood 
lor passing steamers at a buck and a half a cord. 

In B.C'l Caasiar gold rush, to 1874. Eliza 
Anderson deviated from her Puget Sound run to 
hustle miners to Wrangell, men who wanted to 
get to the headwaters of the Stiktoe. 

By the '80s, with John Irving's B.C. coast 
ferry empire expanding, the veteran Eliza Ander¬ 
son was outclassed and unwanted. In fact, one 
day, almost aa It she was tired, she filled at a 
Seattle dock. Pulled to a mud bank ahe rested 
there for about lour years before anyone 
bothered about her. Stirring uneasily with each 
rise and fall of the tide, grass grew between 
her gaping deck seams, and rust took over the 
engines. Below decks she gradually assumed a 
bare naked appearance, as nearby squatters and 
passing Indiana appropriated most of her furni¬ 
ture and fixlurea. 

Finally, however, someone was emboldened to 
Bx her up and she started another career; a 
career which ended rather suddenly one summer 
afternoon in 1885 when ahe a at seized at Port 
Townsend for smuggling Chinese from Victoria! 

Again she went through various hands, until 
again she became a sort of derelict in one of 
Seattle's nearby muddy sloughs. For years she 
lay there, until suddenly one day came electrify¬ 
ing news from the Canadian north. The kind of 
news that drew farmers from the plough. lawyers 
from the courtroom, and even newsboys from the 
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Tow of the Goldfields 


of going ashore to get drunk. Which Is maybe 
why, on tlio way ou« of the harbor, they pranged 
the square rigger Glory of the Sean, causing 
Eliza to part with moat of her starboard paddle 
box. Aliout now she also sprang a fed extra 
leaks, wMch entailed the galley crew working 
k» gum boots 

In amazing fashion, however, the quartet 
floundered without incident acmes Queen Char- 
totte Sound, but north of what la now Prince 
Rupert they ran into bad we at her- and the 
Holyoke lost her triple tow. In the trild excite¬ 
ment that followed the tug had to circle the 
powerless trio about seven times bef o re she got 
a line aboard the Mervki. By now the Anderson 
liad run short of fuel, but being too rough to 
transfer coal fnan the Ito h to f sky . they did the 
next beat thing—tore out the fixtures and I sinks 
and fed them la the bailer Urea! 

As usual in every gold rush scene there were 
gamblers and card dirka among the passengers. 
The dosen or so aboard the Elba Anderxxi. of 
course, kepi in practice by trimming tor oilier 
pwaaeager* with marked cards and oblong dice. 
Which wasn't too dHficutt for they were mostly 
farmers from the middle west, many of whom 
had aever seen the era be tore. No wander when 
the north Pacific started kicking up tlsey thought 
their last horn- was at band. They might have 
l>eea right at that. Anyway some took solace 
in prayer, while some even contemplated suicide. 

Busiest man on this frenzied scant wm-.. of 
course, the skipper who, to give him his due, 
did • pretty good Job. Even In such moments 
when the Anderson lurched in the trough ol a 
giant aaa and toe smokos lack came dawn with 
a crash on the deck! When this was elea'-ad 
away, he had the hands set oat a sea anchor, 
then posted a couple of men in the bow to throw 
nd oil on the advancing cambers. In this fashion 
toey got through sight barrels of lubricating ail 
and about 10 cases of coal oil during the seventy* 
two-boor storm. 

At night, of aaurse, there was no rest. The 
rudder chains parted st least five times, then 
the steam pumps got clogged with coal dust from 
the flooded bunkers. Nothing for it, but the pas¬ 
sengers had to man the hand pumps in two hour 
staffs. 

Some weren't loo fussy about this type of 
labor, but a glance at a muzzle of the captain's 
revolver was sufficient to kindle enthusiasm. 

Some were templed to pin their faith to the 
■lie belts the> clutched, until a cynical deckhand 
hinted they were worse than u aclra a . “They're 
Just stuffed with Junk!” he said, and proved It 
by throwing one overboard, and It promptly sank! 

Among the Anderson’s paasengma was the 
Rev. Mr. Clark from New Hampshire who. up 
to sow, hadn't had much ■mesas in utmtog 
the gospel. However, Interest qatahawsd with the 
Storm, and he soon Isund hr bad SW antremely 
devout bunch of listeners. Evan too gamblers 
Joined to the puhlte re pe n tance demonstrating 
their aaol far salvation by throwing their canto 
and (Mae overboard. 

Below decks, mea n t i me, the hardworking 
firemen were hoMwg the vessel's eaarse by 
burning ap tables, rhaleo and picturm. They 
even emptied the wnsdi-w wa te r tanks and broke 
hm igj tor lari, while the conk toaaad to a few 
•Maa af bacon 

Vith the dawn of a third day the weather 
moderated, which gave tha skipper a chance to 
lank arotaxf. If didn't do Mm much good, for 
he hadn't a due where he was 1 Then toward 
fade afternoon the anxious Kkmdtkeis glimpsed 
a small boat as it occasionally cre s ted a heavy 
awed. A p parently it wax some sort of fhhboat, 
running under a jib. Nearer It came, tfll finally 
It swooped in alongside. 

When its fane occupant c la mbered aver the 
steamer’s rail, be turned oat to ha n veritable 
giant of a man. rawboned and muscular, and 
with Ms long, gray hair and beasd hto oto g to 
Ihe wind reminded onlookers of something left 
over from the Old Testament.

■tide jotoed Iter* Iher* wn ■ "step” or narrow, 
near-level place where enow had been left by 
(he slide. Here the bear stopped rolling. gained 
hi* feet and began limping across the snow to¬ 
ward the timber—haAi't far to go. either. Ed. 
waiting with ready rifle, fired and I saw the 
a»iw fluff Just over the bears hack. Ed had 
Inrgotten that the bear had rolled some ISI yards 
nearer since he tell. 

“Lower those sights'" I yelled - and rained 
my own rifle. I could hear Ed muttering—It 
didn't -ound liks prayer— aa ha hurried to adjwt 
hi* sights but I could see he wawi t going lo make 
H I wanted to kill this bear. This one warn 1 ! 
far from the timber when I pinched the trigger 
—and was lucky. The bear fell and came rolling 
toward us again, back broken. 

Ed was chuckling. "Hit 'em when you have 
to hey. dad?*.* 

Bullet in the Jau 

Tlie bear came to rest a hundred feet above 
w and was dead when we got there. Ed's shot 
had shattered a shoulder and mine finished it. 
When we skinned it we found a bullet embedded 
In Its lower jaw. Been there a long time as them 
ws» no hole in the skin that we could find to 
account tor it. Incidentally this "he" turned out 
to be a female. 

It was the brown, silver-tipped type that 
moat of the grizzlies of the area are. beautifully 
furred with no nibbed spot*. It warn I large, 
measuring about ala feet lengthwise and the same 
across the front quarters. I can reach out and 
touch it from where I ait, two-fingering «*t this 
account. Looks nice, hanging on the wall. 

Iu duplicate, or so nearly that I can’t teU 
the difference, hangs in John s room. Ed and 
John got it the next spring after Ed and I "con¬ 
nected." this one also on Cariboo Creek. This 
one was a male and colored and furred like tha 
female Tliey also got another the same spring 
hut it was badly rubbed, not worth tanning and 
lining. 

The last time I looked at a grizzly over rifla 
sights was In aarly October, 193* and I was look¬ 
ing tor cariboo. Grizzly skins were not prims 
yet. But* with the usual perversity of these by 
no means "inanimate things" iapologies. Dr. 
J.jhnaani I had to run into two the same day, 
the second one the largest grizzly I’ve seen. He 
was Just loo big to suit me-especially when his 
bide warn t prime! 

At that time, Just before the cariboo disap¬ 
peared from the area, there was a food cariboo 
pasture, large stretches oi open country on tha 
Gravel (Chapel) Creek side of the divide b e t w e en 
Cariboo and Gravel. It was tough going from 
Cariboo to this summit; buckbrush, thick-matted, 
higher thiq a man's hand and usually pointing 
dowdhill. pressed down by the heavy snowfall. 
Pe best route was to walk to the bed of awe 
ef die little creek* that came down to Carfooo 
from the top but ms so it was too much to 
make It to ana day and da any hunting. 

On fils trip I left the s e cond cabin with my 
rifle and "one-blanket" camp outfit and followed 
a creek to as near tha summit aa I wanted to 
go; camp noises and campfire smoke might tto 
off the cariboo if I camped too doag. 



Early Start 

Nest morning at soon aa I could see tha 
sights I started on up the creek. The country 
Itecsme more open and park-like, many little 
brickies coming to from small, open "basins" aa 
each side and at Iasi, within sight of the hare 
"comb" of the divide, the main creek, very small 
now. forked. The left fork came down b e tw een 
two smoothly-glaciated, part-timbered hills. Look¬ 
ing op this branch I could see my objective some 
MO feet higher up, the ridge from which the big, 
grassy openings sloped toward Gravel. 

And rambling down this creek inward roe, 
evidently Just eome over the summit, came a 
good-siaed grizzly. Ha was 300 yards away whan 
I first saw him and my first thought was: an 
aariboa. today, doggone your measly hide, scar¬ 
ing my beef. Then, as he got nearer, apparently 
not enticing me. I thought I’d better scare him 
aft before he got too dose. Kind of a narrow 
pass Jusi there, timber-line tangle an both sides 
of the brook. He might think I had him cut off. 
dhc a cow or a ch icken will think they have to 

ra«» M—Tha Dady f olantot, tatoj, Jasasry M, Mi 


get across a road ahead at a car. He might try 
to run over me—aide-swiping as he went, prob¬ 
ably. 

I yelled and he stopped instantly—and Just 
aa quickly came on again. I took off my pack- 
board and waved it around and hooted. Bear 
stopped, sat up, looked at me—and kepi on 
coming. Well. well, now, I thought I raised 
tha rifle, aimed carelessly well over his head and 
fired. That will scare him! 

II it did ha must have been a good poker 
player—he didn't "show weakness " He did stop 
■it sit up but only a moment and then down 
ha cams at the same old gait. 

He Kept Coming 

I was getting a little nervous and also some 
annoyed at this pig-headed grizzly. If he Just 
had to have tha real thing- 

He was betwee n M and TS yards away when 
I fired and I moat have hit him lor be turned 
to bia toft and started up the steep hlil at a 
fast tv whan the rifle erected I Just bad time 
for nt tout before he would have dtesppeared 
behind the timber b etw e e n me and him but I con¬ 
nected Ha dropped and came flopping down the 
hill, and over and, aa limp aa a net dithrag. X 
thought aura I had "killed Mm dead.” 

But that huddled heap was only atill a few 
eeoondi before it turned into a considerably alive 
bear, up on his feet and staring over at me 
to a way I dkh't like. Here he comes. I thought. 
I had now find three of the ahells that I hahitu- 
ally kept to the box-magazine rifle. I had ns 
mind to fire again and. it 1 missed (he brain, 
maybe have to try to atop a big grizzly (he'd 
grown a lot to the last few seconds) charging 
downhill with only one shell left. I carried loose 
shells to my pants pockets and, while he Blood 
looking at me I slid back the breech-block, filled 
the magazine and s hove d one in the barrel. Now 
then, bucko, eome M you must. 

Weil, he dkto't charge. He turned away to 
bis right, my left, and went.slowly across the 
sldehin opposite to the one he had Just roiled 
down There were stunted spruce and fir shrubs 
along this gentler slope merging finally Into a 
dense jingle at timberline growth which extended 
down to where I stood. I didn't shoot-wished 
afterward I had—partly because I expected to 


see Mm collapse any moment, partly because X 
(elt Hial another bullet might set oft his charge- 
impulse and I'd Just aa soon ha didn't. For one 
thing he'd cover that distance to what would 
seem to he nothing flat; for another I had no 
■lop-walch to time him with. These reasons 
satisfy aa*. 

But Instead of dropping he went faster and 
tnwr confidently ail the time and finally disap¬ 
peared to the thicket. 

to Place to Loiter 

Wen, I thought, this Is a poor place tor me 
to stick around. Maybe be will eome sneaking 
down through that thick growth and I won’t be 
aide to see him at all until be hursts out, 30 
feet array Nope. I better eat be here. 

I put out up the little brook to the place where 
he had stood lo store st me. then scrambled sa 
fast ea I could to tha top of the knoll he had 
rolled down. From there I could see right over 
toe thicket where he went to the open, park-like 
ground beyond. I sat down and watched Uke • 
p erched hawk tor 30 minutes. Not a thing moved 
anywhere that I could see. 

Now, I thought. I have got myself a Job. He 
must be in that thicket. If he’s dead. okay. But 
I do mo whether he is or not. The general rules 
say, don't leave a wounded animal to suffer. And 
the first rule of nature, self-preservation, says 
don't leave a wounded grizzly where you have to 
pass Mm when you go back to your camp to¬ 
night. So I have to search that miserable mesa 
si a thicket. I’d rather have been totally un¬ 
employed. 

It took me an hour but I searched that acre- 
sized patch of Mg. house-sized boulders, wind- 
la lls, slide-debris and vine-like alpine growth 
from stem to gudgeon, beginning at the uphill 
end and backing and filling and circling until I 
couldn't have missed a dead cat. So I took my 
finger off the trigger after letting the hammer 
down and quit thinking of foam-jawed grizzlies 
with their neck hairs up. He must have slipped 
out at the lower end while I was searching the 
top part, although I looked carefully all along 
the edges and couldn't find any blood or tracks. 

I went on. then, up to my cariboo pasture to 
have a look though I didn't expect to see any 
cariboo now. I didn't—but I saw another very 
good reason why not. 

Another Crieit 

Over the skyline of an open, grassy, rib-ridge 
he came, straight toward me, a quarter-mile 
away to the south, wind from him to me. He 
looked like a big plow-horse with short legs- X 
got a good look at him—too good—as he came 
down the slope toward me; then disappeared in 
a depression, a wide told in the surface contour 
that appeared to be about 200 yards wide. In a 
very short time he would be. if he kept on com¬ 
ing. topping out over the lip of that fold and 
there wasn't a rock or tree for me to hide behind. 

If I had to face another one that day -and 
he the great-grand-daddy of them all—X wasn’t. 

If I could help it, going to have Mm coming 
downhill at me. 

I was maybe 200 feet lower down the moun¬ 
tain than the point where he had come over that 
south ridge. I beat it far that rid go, hoping I'd 
be able to get behind It, out of sight, before be 
appeared out at the hollow above me. 

I don't know what the bear did but I got over 
the crest of (he ridge without seeing Mm again. 
This ridge climbed steeply to my right, west, and 
ended In a high, bore peak. I hurried up toward 
this high spot until I'd climbed well above the 
place where the bear creased the ridge, out of 
his sight all the time. Now, I thought. If Mr. 
Bear wants to interview this cariboo hunter he'll 
have an uphill Job. And if I have to knock him 
rolling he won't roll an me. anyhow. 

When I stuck my head up over the ridge X 
could see everything in that fold-wrinkle and on 
past ll for half a mile and there wasn't a living 
thing in sight. I suppose w he n I got south at 
him he soon winded me and made it to the tim¬ 
ber well before I peeked over the skyline. Grizz¬ 
lies can travel! 

I looked around a while on the south aida 
of that ridge, looking over several fresh motmda 
of dirt where grandpa had dug not g opher s . In 
one of these holes, four or five feet deep, easy 
digging In sand, he had eaten his gopher before 
backing out of the hole, leaving the tafl foe evi-

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General Count Nogi bad Lott 58,000 Men Storming Port Arthur 


General Nogi rode m high-stepping stallion through the streets of 
Fort Arthur mt the head of his victorious Japanese Army , massed rank 
upon rank as far as the eye could see. 

It mas Jan. 2,1905—Just 60 years ago—and the Russian defenders 
of the Manchurian naval base had surrendered. 

General Nogi had taken the city against overwhelming odds, and 
without his leadership the Japanese would surely have been defeated. 


The Yellow Sea base of Port Arthur 
(now Lushun) waa Russian property 
which had been acquired from China. But 
It had once belonged to Japan and with 
Oriental pride they resented the new 
owners. 

China, It seemed, was one thing. Rus¬ 
sia quite another. Japan attempted to 
negotiate, but the Russians soon made 
their position quite dear. 

They needed Part Arthur, partly as a naval 
bsse. partly as a broach terminus of the Trans- 
Siberian railway. They had acquired It totally, 
they laid, and they blended bo keep it. 

The warloads of Japan, then tha moat im¬ 
perialistic net on earth, urged — almost com¬ 
manded—the Emperor to take the city by force. 

The Russians moved the tough and gallant 
General Anatoli Stosael and th ousands of highly- 
trained troops Into the ares. 

On January X, 1904, war waa declared. In 
May, Ja p anes e forces under tha command of 
General Oku landed on tha Kwaahmg peninsula, 
took the port of Dairen without a shot bstog fired, 
and advanced an Port Arthur. (Wed with a su¬ 
preme contempt far their saw enemy. 

Their commanders had pr o mle a d them un¬ 
imil rd plunder if they took the aity by nightfall. 
They hod also suggested that tha fato-akkmsd 
wives of tha Russian garrison might prove an to- 
torvstfng diversion. 

The advance guard af the Ja pa nese forces 
pushed on to within IS miles of the port without 
meeting any resistance. 

There eras already a strong rumour that the 
Russians had fled from the oily. Then they had 
Steir first glimpse of opposition, a small del ■ ch¬ 
ase* I of troops watting an A Ml Is Ids to the path 
af tha Jap an es e advance. 

They wars gr ouped around a howitser to full 
view of the advaoctog horde. They looked aa 
though they expected the Japanese to turn and 
run at the sight af a stogla gun. 

There was something pathetic in the sight of 
fewer than 100 Russians facing an advancing 
army. 18.000 strong, seemingly unaware of their 
peril 

The Japanese were so contemptuous of that 
one gun, they didn't even open their ranks. They 
past marched steadily an. 

With less than 418 yards separating the rival 
forces no shot had been bred. 

On marched tha Japanese They were within 
188 yards of tha hillside when fire poured to to 
their massed ranks. But not from the hillside. 

They had walked into an ambush. 

Just how the Japanese scouts had (ailed to 
spot the Russiaa forces dug to sn the rocky ler- 
rsln thst flanked them remains a mystery. But 
now concentrated small-arms firs mowed down 
Sic advancing army. 

General Stosael had the advantage not only of 
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surprise but also of far more modern weapons 
than the troops who had come to take Port Ar¬ 
thur from him. Within an hour, the once-proud 
Japanese were in retreat, hopelessly routed. 

Of that advance guard of 10,000, only 3,000 
Hved. 

As a foretaste of war, the effect was stunning. 
Strang pressure was put upon the Emperor to 
abandon the siege while there was still time, be¬ 
fore Japan was totally committed. 

It was then that Cbunt Msrasuke Nogi decided 
to act. Realising that Port Arthur could be 
taken only with tremendous tosses, he called for 
“Japanese not afraid to die." 

If they would follow, he would lead them to 
the gates of Port Arthur and. if necessary, leave 
bis dead body on the ramparts af the city. 

Far this tough, ruthless descendant of Sa¬ 
murai. the mediaeval Japanese warriors, believed 
death an the battlefield to be the mast glorious 
death of all . . . one that would be suitably re¬ 
warded in the after-life. 

In July. Nogi launched a full-scale assault an 
the city. True to Ms promise, ha was to die 
vary front of the advance. He survived by sheer 
chsnoe. His men preferred to call it a miracle, 
a portent of tovtacIMlity—though he left 19,000 
of them dead an the rocks and hillsides. His 
only reaction waa to send tor reinf o rcements.

He got another 100.080 men whose bodies could 
pave the road to victory. 

The Russians by now had surrounded Port 
Arthur with strong Curts, trenches and wire en¬ 
tanglements By the standards af tha day, the 
chy was prsctieslly Impregnable. But Nogi's 
men “not afraid to die," couldn't be Judged by 
normal standards. 

They fought on regardless af tosses, until 
even General Stoosel became horrified by the 
blood shed. The Russians had Inst more than 
1,000 men, the Japanese 58,000. And then an 
January 2, 1905, after a siege of six months, the 
city finally s u rrendered. 

But aa General Nogi rode that high-stepping 
stallion through the streets of Port Arthur, the 
sweet smell at success turned sour. 

Aa aide brought Mm the news that his soot 
had heen killed to tha battle. 

The warlord wept. 
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
